The erection of ornamental fountain* 
in various parts of the city, in imitation 
of those in cities of Europe, ii also sug- 
gested a« conducive, not merely to the 
•mbeUuhrnent of the city, but also in a 
(great degree to Ihe comfort of the inhabi- 
tants, by their refreshing effect in hot 
weather. The attention of the Com mi tie* 
has also been called to the necessity of 
keeping the water pipes ronmtantly full, 
iniitder to ensure tho means of eiiin- 
guishing tires, which the present intprr- 
rr.ii Leu! supply fail* to do : and they re- 
commend that the supply of water in the 
mains should be not only constant, but 
al aa high a pressure as possible, and 
thai fireplugs be inserted in the myitis. 
Dot more than 101) yards apart, so as to 
ensure a powerful jet of water in ca.es 
of fire, at convenient distances. Lastly, 
the report jrecomntends that when the 
city is thus fullv supplied, all dwelling 
houses be rated for wnter in the same 
manner as for city and lighting purposes, 
the proposed rate not to exc<ed &d, iq 
the pound, which is considerid amply 
sufficient to meet every expense. 

Whatever blame may attach to the 
Committee for the long delay which has 
intervened betwocn their appointment 
and the bringing up of their report, it if 
only justice to them to acknowledge th* 
able and comprehensive manner in which 
the subject has bet n treated. 

A great deal of valuable evidence haa 
been brought to bear upon the question, 
that evidence has been maturely 
weighed and the recommendations 
of the Committee arc sccompenicd in 
every ease with clear and precis* reason- 
ing. Whatever may be the ultimate de- 
cision upon tha water quntion, there eitn 
be nu doubt that the result of their labours 
has been to elucidate the natter very 
considerably ; and they are entitled to 
the 1 ban k». of the public for the manner 
in which they hare conducted a very di Hi. 
cult enquiry. 

There are, however, mony con-ider*. 
tions involved in the decision of this 
question, which the Heport before ns 
nicessarily omits. The expense of the 
proposed works cannot be j r ivided with- 
out a vote of the Legislative Council, and 
this involves lhr?^u^'stion of endowment 
for the City. The matter is now in 1he 
hands of the Legislature ; tad until the 
report of the Commission appoint, d by Us well ss 
Ciovernment to enquire into the subject *« """d"- 
Is brought up. it would, of murse, be 
premutiuu lo came to any conclusion. 

Cnder these circumstances, we think 
that the motion for the consideration of 
the Special Commiilee'a Heport this 
afternoon should be merely pm form A, 
and that any discunsiori upoi H Should 
bo adjourned until the public shall be in 
possession of whatever further informs., 
'iii the Commissioners may he able to 
nlToril, and oT the conclusions to which 
they may come.
